Ava is a spunky yet shy 11-year-old who has fought Acute Lym-

phoblastic Leukemia (A.L.L.) for the past five years. Just this month 
(June 2018), she completed her last treatment and was able to 
have her port removed - a giant step forward for a child who loves 
to try everything. Soon she will be able to try swimming, the beach, 
and even a water park. Cancer keeps these kids from the childhood 
they deserve. Ava can’t wait to get started on a few things! 


This period of time is both 
exciting and terrifying. The first 
time she was able to get near this 
important milestone in her treat- 
ment protocol, and had only two 
months of chemotherapy left, she 
relapsed. This was devastating to 
Ava and her family. This time, they 
waited until the very end to cele- 
brate, and will even delay that until 
post-scan results are complete. 
Ava’s outlook is favorable, but will 
still need a bit of time to know 
for sure, especially with the first 
relapse. 


Ava was fortunate to have a 
kind of cancer for which there is 
extensive pediatric cancer research 
already — which became even 
more critical when she relapsed! 
Every relapse seriously reduces 
a child's chances of survival and 
increases the risks of side effects 
and complications. 


Now the game changes to a 
waiting game...scan - hold your 
breath - results - wait - scan - hold 
your breath - results - wait - and so 
on. But we are making progress. 


Hi, my name is Andreae and 
my daughter is a five-year fighter 
against childhood cancer, specifi- 
cally A.L.L. In September of 2013, 
| had noticed that Ava seemed a 
little off. She was six years old and 
beginning first grade, and she 
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just wasn't acting like herself. She 
was having nightly pains all over 
her body and low-grade fevers 
that just wouldn't go away. At one 
point, she couldn't even walk from 
the bone pain. | knew something 
was wrong. After many trips to the 
pediatrician’s office (once with Ava 
limp in my arms and white as a 
ghost), we were told that what she 
had, in fact, was cancer. 


Local hospital tests confirmed 
that she had leukemia, and the 
very next day, we were sent to 
Miller Children’s Hospital where 
our whirlwind of a journey started. 
Initially, Ava came in as a “standard 
risk” cancer patient, but after a bat- 
tery of tests that lasted for weeks, 
we discovered that she had a 
genetic mutation called “iAMP21” 
which accounts for only 2% of 
children with A.L.L. Ava failed to 
completely clear the cancer after 
her induction phase, so she was 
moved from standard to VERY 
high risk. My heart absolutely 
sank. Ava was very sick, and spent 
almost a week per month in the 
hospital because her immune sys- 
tem was so fragile from the newer, 
higher doses of chemotherapy. 
Two months shy of finishing her 
treatment, she relapsed. 


The relapse treatment was 
absolutely brutal: She lost her 


sight temporarily, contracted 
C-Diff multiple times, peripheral 
neuropathy, heart conditions, 
blood sugar and Gl issues, you 
name it and Ava has had it. She 
spent the first five months of treat- 
ment in-patient, as she needed the 
supportive care of her doctors and 
nurses because of the constant 
side effects. She became septic 

at one point, and spent a month 
fighting necrotic pneumonia. It just 
goes to show how sensitive our 
children are when they are under- 
going therapy. 


Ava had an awtul five years, 
but as we approached the end of 
treatment, | felt hopeful that Ava 
would be able to make it out this 
time. On June 19th, she did just 
that. She completed her cancer 
treatment, and | look forward to 
the five-year mark when we can 
say that Ava is actually cured. | 
hope that one day there will be 
a cure, but for now, | will hope 
for less toxic treatments for our 
children so that they can enjoy 
more of their childhood. So much 
of Ava’s childhood was taken away 
from her. If | can get just one or 
two people to spread the word to 
a few of their friends about child- 
hood cancer awareness, I'll know 
that | have done my job. You never 
think it will happen to your child 
until it does.

When you think of Scumsoft, the first thing that comes to 
mind is their penchant for giving players the worst gaming expe- 


rience they could possibly have. However, their newest game, 

VineToad’s Treasureland Adventure, has taken quite a different ( RATI Rl GS 

turn.

VineToad’s Treasureland Adventure follows the adventures 
of a plucky green Toad as he travels across a series of kingdoms 
in need of help searching for their lost items. Each kingdom 
represents a different theme, from Country to Coast, and everything 
in-between. Each ruler of their respective kingdom has a precious 
item that has gone missing, and it’s up to Captain VineToad to 
recover them and restore the kingdoms to prosperity. The game 
blends simple storytelling with puzzle solving and challenges that 
encourage the players to work together in tandem to overcome 
such obstacles. The player (Captain VineToaq) will arrive at their 
destination. After seeking out the island’s ruler and hearing their 
wish to recover their lost item, they will have to solve a series of 
puzzles. Once they have achieved their goal, the item can be 
found. When you bring back the lost item to the ruler (therefore 
fulfilling their wish), the broken Rainbow Bridge that spans between 
the current island and the next will reconstruct itself, and grant 
passage for the intrepid adventurer to continue onwards. 


For a publisher like Scumsoft, this is a surprising, almost 
jarring, change of heart for their games. The stark lack of question- 
able business practices, such as locking parts of the core game 
behind DLC and paywalls, initially left players confused. But this 
game seems to be clear of any form of microtransactions, which 
many players have dubbed “a revolutionary full circle”. As for 
the game itself, it’s a surprisingly pleasant experience, and it's 
satisfying to recover the precious items and fulfill the wishes of 
those in need. The game could stand to ease up on the memes of 
course, but what else can we expect from Scumsoft? The colours 
are vibrant and pop out nicely, allowing each kingdom to shine 
in their own unique theme. 


Regardless of your stance on Scumsoft, | would definitely 
recommend checking this game out. It's a very different experience 
from what Scumsoft usually pushes out. Maybe they want to give 
back to the community, or maybe they have their own wishes to 


fulfill.
